EDITOR'S DAYBOOK—The 
bright and shining scheme to 
revive bus service here has 
failed and, at latest reports, 
there is no new plan to take 
its place. 


Ralph Richie, executive manager 


of the Dixon Chamber of Com- 
merce was in the thick of the fray 
to keep the bus line alive. He wants 
to explain how the bud began to 
bloom and then died. Here's his 
letter: 
To the Citizens of Dixon: 


In February Larry 
Canfield, 


operator of the now defunct Dixon 
Transit Co., came to the Chamber 
of Commerce office and announced 
that the Dixon Transit Co. had 
been operating- at a loss and that 
they were going to quit running 
buses in Dixon. We asked him. to 
reconmder and at least give us 
time to see if we could help. A 
series of meetings were held, but 
no tangible plans could be worked 
out. 
When the creditors of the 


DixoH Transit Co. forced J. into 
bankruptcy, it was the end «f bus 
lervice in Dixon. 


Perhaps we should have let it 


die and forgotten it, but we felt 
that* Dixon needed and wanted 
bus service, so we continued to 
search for a solution. Our beliefs 
were upheld by hundreds of 
phone calls, letters and petitions 
from the citizens and we became 
determine* to exhause every ef- 
fort to revive bus service in 
Dixon. 
When Mr. Lutes and Mr. .Curry 


came to our office and said that 
they would like to operate a bus 
line in Dixon, we welcomed them 
and pledged our support. They in- 
formed us that it would b« a tight 
financial squeeze for them, but 
they thought they could make it, 
if we could help by an advance 
•ale of tickets. At the time they 
anticipated no trouble in obtaining 
the assets of the Dixon Transit Co. 
or the Illinois Commerce Commis- 
sion's requirements. 


You. the people, responded 


and purchased over $800 worth 
of tickets in advance. 
We were all set to go, when 


everything turned against us. The 
assets of the Dixon Transit Co. 
were sold to another firm and the 
newly formed Dixon Bus Co. said 
It couldn't operate without them. 
This didn't stop us. We contacted 
the Milwaukee firm that had pur- 
chased the assets and persuaded 
them to sell them to the Dixon Bus 
Co., so Dixon would have bus serv- 
ice. 
They agreed. The Illinois 


Commerce Commission chairman 
was contacted and said a tempo- 
rary permit would be granted. This 
permit was issued, but before they 
could operate they must pass the 
inspection and meet the specifica- 
tions of the bus division of the 
I.C C. We anticipated no trouble 
here and once apain we were all 
set to start service on Thursday 
morning. 


We were wrong, because here 


and only here did we hit prob- 
lems that couldn't be overcome. 
The bus dix-ision of the I.C.C. 


didn't give just a routine stamp 
oi approval, but made a thorougn 
investigation. They learned that 
Mr. Curry and Mr. Lutes were too 
short 
of investment capital to 


maintain bus service long enough 
to give the citizens of Dixon fair 
value for the advance tickets sold. 
Mr. Curry and Mr. Lutes admitted 
this was tine and decided not to 
operate in Dixon 


Our next step was to once again 


trv and get someone to pick up 
where they quit, but no one is in- 
terested, so Dixon is still without 
bus service. 


We are sorry that present ef- 


fort* have failed, but we pledge 
our support to any one or any 
scheme that will give Dixon bus 
service. 
May we j,hank the many individ- 


uals who bought tickets and the 
merchants who sold them for their 
support.

Nation Awaiting Safety 
Check on Polio Serum 
Illinois 'Second Shot' 
Supply Not Delivered 


The government has urged that the nation's polio vaccination pio- 


gram 'be held up for at least a few more days while federal health au- 
thorities make a new safety check. 


The announcement was made by 


U.S. Surgeon General Leonard A. 
Scheele, and Dr. Ronald R. Cross, 
Illinois state health director, said 
the state will halt its polio vac- 
cinations until the federal govern- 
ment clears the Salk vaccine. 


A spokesman for the Illinois 


Health Department said no supply 
of vaccine for second shots to be 
given to first and second graders 
has been received. 


Will Help 


Dr. Cross said he is sure the one 


shot given to more than 350,000 
Illinois school children without a 
hitch will do some good. 


Scheele has voiced confidence 


five laboratories now turning out 
the Salk serum will get a clean 
bill Of health. He says the vaccine 
is every bit as safe and effective 
as originally announced. 


He assured parents whose chil- 


dren have been vaccinated that 
"in the very best judgment of the 


Public Health Service they have 
no cause for alarm." 


Most states seemed disposed to 


follow Scheele's recommendations. 


But in Michigan, Health Com- 


missioner Albert Heustis said that 
state's program will continue un- 
les there is a "direct order" not 
to do so. "We have ample evidence 
that the vaccine we have ustd is 
safe and effective," he said. 


Basil O'Connor, piesident of the 


National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis which is financing the 
free school program, declined to 
comment on Scheele's statement 
until he had had a cnance to study 
it. 


Scheele's announcement included 


a report that the number of chil- 
dren developing polio after vacci- 
nation- had risen to 52. with 50 of 
the cases paralytic. The surgeon 
general said 44 of the children 
had been inoculated with vaccine

Government me- 
diators shuttled back and forth for 
signatures to a series of documents 
that called for ending the strike 
and submitting unsettled issues to 
arbitration. 


A formal government announce- 


ment of the strike-end agreement 
-as made at 11:45'a. m. (CST). 
The agreement calls for submit- 


ting key, unsettled issues to a neu- 
tral referee for a binding arbitra- 
tion decision. 


The strike, marked at times by 


violence, had crippled rail service 
m 14 southern states for nearly 
two months. It was the longest 
rail strike since 1922.

Chairman Francis A. O'Neill Jr. 


of the National Mediation Board 
announced the agreement for an 
end to the strike in this state 
ment: 


"The National Mediation Board 


at long last, is pleased to an

roads and all unions which have 
been on strike. 


"The dispute with the nonoperat 


ing organizations is to be submit 
ted to a neutral referee whose de 
cision will be final and binding.

given the company during his long 
tenure and for the- sound financial 
condition which the company has 
enjoyed during his devoted and dy- 
namic administration." 


Barr has been a member of fee 


Ward directorate since 1950. 


Early in his campaign to" seize 


control of the mail order house 
Wolfaon announced he would cap- 
ture enough directors to wrest 
management from the hands of 
Avery and his group. He cam- 
paigned from coast to coast and 
the Avery forces followed suit.

Bacteria and You 


Dr. Marsh, university extension 


food technologist, told those of us 
attending the home adviser's con- 
ference that there is danger in be- 
ing too clean and sanitary. 


He said that there has been an 


amazing increase of yeast infec- 
tions in .the elementary canal of 
ba*bies due to too much bacteria- 
free milk and canned baby foods. 


We aren't giving our children a 


chance to develop resistance to 
harmful bacteria according to Dr. 
Marsh. 


He said that we should be wary 


of using toothpastes containing an- 
ti-biotics. 


By using them we are destroying 


the natural bacteria ratio in our 
mouths. This has caused an in- 
crease in many throat and ali- 
mentary tracts yeast infections in 
both adults and children. 


Dr. Marsh gave some suggestions 


which all of us should heed when 
we got on a picnic. 


Your car, because of its warmth, 


is a good incubator for the bac- 
teria in the food you take on your 
picnic. All food contains bacteria 
and under favorable conditions of 
temperature and moisture bacteria 
will" double in number every 20 
minutes. 


This means that if you started 


or, your picnic with 100 bacteria 
in your potato salad in four hours 
you would 'have over 350,000 if con- 
ditins were favorable. 


This could easily happen because 


we often do not eat for this period 
of time. 


In order to .prevent these bac- 


teria from multiplying we can do 
either of two simple and inexpen- 
sive things. 


Pack your food in a cardboard 


carton. Then either roll up ice 
cubes from your refrigerator in 
newspapers or buy about 15 cents 
worth of dry ice. Put either of these 
in the box with your food and seal 
the box to prevent warm air from 
entering it. 


I'm sure you'd feel this was 


worth while if you've ever had a 


nouni-ed with a long 'a') may cause 
the garments you have made of 
these two fibers to become gray.

EAST ST. LOUIS, 111. ®—Police 


Commissioner Russell T. Beebe 
eays he won't let what he terms a 
"lay off" bombing of his car stop 
hia dnve against gambling. 


No one was injured in the blast 


which wrecked Beebe's car and 
blew out three windows in his 
home Satuiday. 


The bombing came three days 


after Beebe led a raid against 
what the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
called the headquarters of Frank 
(Buster) 
Wortman 
and Elmer 


(Dutch) Dowhng, who the news- 
paper said "have taken control of 
the 5500,000-a-week growing base- 
ball betting business in the St. 
Louis area by intimidation of op- 
erators of gamb ling establish- 
ments." 


Plan Meeting 


Beebe said he will hold a top- 


level meeting today with Ma]. 
James Thompson, head of the St. 
Louis police gambling squad, and 
Capt. Phil K. Moeller, head of the 
St. Louis County sheriff's office 
gambling squad, to discuss the 
situation. 


In a story by Theodore C. Link, 


the newspaper said the total bet 
in St. Louis, St. Louis County and 
the nearby Illinois area is about 
$500,000, giving operators a 10 per 
cent return of 550,000, of which 
$25,000 goes to Wortman and Dow- 
ling. 


Wortman in 1933 was sentenced 


to 10 years for beating a prohibi- 
tion agent. Dowling was sentenced 
to a Missouri reformatory at the 
age of 17. 


Baseball betting has increased 


sharply, the newspaper said, as 
horse race betting has declined. 


Wortman and Dowling, the Post- 


Dispatch reported, offer other serv- 
ices for their 50 per cent cut on 
profits in addition to providing a 
centralized information bureau on 
betting odds.

be stopped. For how long? This.is indefinite. Scheele says 
some vaccinations might hegin again in a week 
Why stop them now? So the government can make a 


more thorough check on the vaccines turned out by five 
man^aSrei The step was taken after ScheeleJiadbeen 
'in consultation several days with some of the country s top 
experts in the field of polio and vaccination, including Dr. 
Jonas Salk who developed the vaccine 


Of the five million children vaccinated since mid-April, 


52 have developed polio and 44 of the 52 were given vaccine 
made by one mLufacturer, Cutter Laboratories of Berkeley, 
Calif.

Scheele Sunday expressed confidence in the vaccine of 


four of the manufacturers. 
None of that made by a fifth 


firm has yet been used. But Scheele said there is a defi- 
nite" association between the Cutter vaccine and the polio 
which developed in 44 children after they received it 


On April 27, after eight children treated with the Cutter 


vaccine came down with polio, Scheele was reassuring Al- 
though on'that day he ordered all Cutter vaccine withdrawn 
from use, he said:

. ,,, 
"There is no reason to suspect that vaccination itself 


caused the polio. The action in this one instance does not 
indicate even that the batches of vaccine which were used 
were in any way faulty." 
' 
Sunday, after noting a "definite" association between 


the Cutter vaccine and polio in the children who received it 
Scheele said the Cutter product will remaian suspended until 
the connection, if any, is established. 


On April 12 announcement was made that Dr. Salk's 


.vaccine, widely tested in 1954, was 60 to 90 per cent success- 
ful in preventing polio. That test was sponsored and paid 
for the National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis. 


In the belief the test would be successful, the founda- 


tion arranged with the pharmaceutical companies to go 
ahead and manufacture vaccine to be held for distribution if 
the test turned out all right. 
Immediately after the April 12 announcement, the man- 


ufacturers turned the vaccine loose with government ap- 
proval. 
Since the government is going to make a thorough check 


of the vaccine now, why didn't it check thoroughly before 
the manufacturers released any of it? A spokesman for the 
public health service gave some reasons? 
1. These firms were experienced in making it, since they 


had made it last year, and last year the government had 
checked them thoroughly, in the successful 1954 test; 2. 
everyone, government and doctors, has more knowledge now, 
and so on.

If vaccine caused any of the 52 polio attacks among 


those vaccinated, how could it happen? A number of expla- 
nations have been- offered. Maybe none of them is right. 
This is the most familiar one: 


Polio is caused by a virus. The vaccine contains dead 


viruses which are supposed to stimulate the body into off- 
setting live viruses if they get into the bloodstream. It has 
been suggested that maybe some of the viruses used in the 
vaccine were not dead but alive and set to work right away 
causing polio. 


But it has not been established yet that any of the va£- 


cine was to blame for the 52 polio attacks among the vacci- 
nated children.

eight-week-old Louisville & Nash- 
ville Railroad strike.

agreement on sending the dispute 
to a neutral referee whose deci- 
sion would be binding. Conferees, 
however, reported today they were 
still hung up over "a couple of 
words." 


Meet All Night 


Union and company representa- 


tives met with the national media- 
tion board throught the night in 
their second all-night session in 
three nighis and still were talking 
weil after dawn. 


The strike, affecting 29,000 em- 


ployes, stopped passenger service 
and curtailed freight operations on 
the L&N and two affiliated lines in 
14 states beginning March 14. It 
was already the longest railroad 
stoppage since the SO-day nation- 
wide strike of 1922. 


The railroad and its affiliates, 


the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis Railway and the Clinchfield 
Railroad, operate in Kentucky, 


to 


Tennessee. North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Ohio, Georgia, Alabama, 
Florida, Indiana, Mississippi, Vir- 
ginia, Louisiana, Illinois and Mis- 
souri. 


Slash Cables

For House Vote 


WASHINGTON (St—For the first 


time in the long fight over state- 
hood, the house today gets to vote 
whether it will consider a bill to 
admit both Alaska and Hawaii as 
states. 


Before voting on statehood it- 


self, the house must decide first 
whether to consider the bill under 
rules limiting debate and barring 
amendments. 
You could get an 


argument either way as to the 
outcome. 


Unofficial reports—by statehood 


supporters—say membership polls 
by house Democratic and Repub- 
lican organizations indicate a ma- 
jority will support the combined 
bill if it comes to a vote. But 
they concede it will be close. 


As a result, the big fight is likely 


to come today with opponents seek- 
ing to block the bill's considera- 
tion. Such a move could draw sup- 
port not only from those opposed 
to admitting either territory, but 
also from supporters who disap- 
prove the no-amendment proced- 
ure under which the rules commit- 
tee approved bringing the bill to 
the floor. 


Should statehood supporters suc- 


cessfully pass the hurdle, the bill 
itself would come up for seven 
hours debate. A final vote would 
come tomorrow.

The Question: 
Pay or Plow? 


Some Industry Puts 
Profits Into Futurje 


By SAM DAWSOX 


NEW YORK (£> — Plans of busi- 


ness firms to step up their spend- 
ing for new plants and equipment 
could dash the hopes of some stock- 
holders for more liberal dividend 
payments. 


Prospects for much better cor- 


porate profits this year than last 
ha\e raised these hopes high. 


But now a number of companies 


are saying that the big postwar 
expansion program may not have 
been enough after all to meet the 
growing consumer demand 
for 


tneir products. And new mills and 
factories are being planned. Keen 
competition is also speeding plans 
for buying new equipment. 


Debate Revealed 


And so the debate of recent 


years over how much of the earn- 
ings should be plowed back into 
the business and how jnuch hand- 
ed out to the corporation's owners 
in dividends may be revived. This 
comes at a time when most com- 
panies have completed their orig- 
inal post war expansion programs 
and stockholders' mouths were 
•watering; in anticipation of more 
dividend gravy- 


Stockholders may have grum- 


bled in the last 10 years because 
so many companies plowed back 
such a large peicentage of the 
earnings. But the New Yoik Stock 
Exchange points out today ui the 
May issue of its magazine, The 
Exchange, that judged by stock 
price performance, the plo\ver 
seem to have been more popular 
with stock buyers than were the 
"pajers." 


Gives Examples 


It cited as examples, in the las 


10 years Bethlehem Steel plowed 
back 62 per cent of its earnings 
but the price of its stock rose 398 S 
per cent California Standard Oi 
plowed back 57 per cent of its 
earnings, ivhile its stock rose 364 
per cent. Goodyear retailed 67 per 
cent of its earnings, but its stock 
shot up 355 per cent. Jersey Stan 
dard Oil put 57 per cent of its 
earnings back into its business 


but stock buyers bid its shares up 
321.4 per cent. 


The exchange then takes a look 


at some of the "payers." It cites: 
Loew's kept only 17 per cent of its 
earnings in the last 10 years but 
its stock fell 18.8 per cent in mar- 
ket value. American Telephone & 
Telegraph retained a like percent- 
ge ard its stock advanced only 
even per cent in price. Woolworth 
iaid out in dividends all but 33 
•>er cent of its earnings and its 
lock rose 23.2 per cent. Interna 
lonal Harvester retained 2 per 
•ent of earnings; its stock rose 
1.4 per cent. 


Other Factors 


The exchange notes, however, 
hat other factors beyond "plow- 
ng" vs. "paying" unodubtedly af- 
ected stock price movements. 
American corporations in 


ral retained many billions of dol- 
ars since World War n to help 
them in financing new plants, buy 
ing new equipment, fostering re- 
search. Management explained to 
the shareholders that such expen 
ditures would improve profits in 
the future.

Is Begun 


INDEPENDENCE, Mo. W — A 


jovial Harry S. Truman did a bit 
of digging Sunday—his 71st birth- 
day anniversary — on a project 
that's been closest to his heart 
since leaving; the White House. 


The former President used a 


couple of shovels, both gold plated, 
to make an official ground-breaking 
start on the Truman Memorial 
Library. 


It will be a $1,750,000 structure 


housing the official and personal 
papers he collected during more 
than seven years as President. 


Dr. Elmer Ellis, University of 


Missouri president who was the 
principal speaker at the cere 
monies, called the Truman papers 
the core of an expanded library 
and museum of items and relics 
"which in the next 100 years wil 
come to light as bearing in im- 
portant ways on President Tru- 
man'* career." 


Publicly Financed 


Three quarters of the cost of the 


library, being financed by public 
contributions, has been raised. 


At a birthday dinner attended 


by more than 500 persons Sunda\ 
night Truman called the me^noria 
"the thing dearest to my heart' 
and expressed gratitude to th 
thousands who have made it pos 
Bible. 


Dr. Franklin Murphy, the Uni- 


x-ersity of Kansas chancellor, told 
the dinner audience the library 
"will put into perspective this com- 
plex part of a complex century." 


He turned to Truman and said 


the papers "will stand forever as 
a permanent living example of 
your notable efforts to have men 
cease to be wolves to one another 
so that humanity may be given 
even fresher and fuller meaning." 


The former President, who un- 


derwent a serious gall bladder and 
appendix operation last summer, 
was spry and appeared fit. 


Shows Up Early 


H» showed up at the ground- 


break ceremonies 25 minutes early, 
chatted and shook hands with the 
educators, national political figures 
and home town friends in the 
crowd. 


He also had Mrs. Truman and 


their daughter Margaret take turns 
at spading on the library site. 


Th« site is in Slover Park, six 


blocks from the Trumans' Inde- 
pendence home. 


Edwin Pauley, California oilman 


who served as assistant to the sec- 
retary of the army under Truman 
in 194«, said the University of Cali- 
fornia at Los Angeles offered to 
pay the full cost of the library 
and give Truman an estate if he 
would locate the building at the 
university. 


Pauley, In an Interview, said 


Truman declined on the ground 
his roots were In Independence and 
that's where he felt the library 
should be.

cons over what kind of tariff 
laws the United States should 
adopt for regulation of foreign 
trade in this country reflect com- 
plex and widely varied motives 
and opinions. Here, in the first 
of five stories, are some samples 
by a reporter who observed them 
first hand.

PADEN CITY, W. Va. <ffl— The 


vital, complex fight over the. na- 
tion's tariff laws gets down to 
bread and butter terms in two dif- 
ferent kinds of signs you see along 
the Ohio River these days. 


Along the river highway outside 


of Paden City, there's a. sign ad- 
vertising 80,000 square feet of fac- 
tory space for sale or lease. This 
is the epitaph of a 40-year-old glass 
company which gave up four years 
ago because of low-wage Japanese 
competition in table glassware. 
About 450 of the town's 2,500 peo- 
ple lost their jobs. 


Now, follow the same river west, 


around the southern bulge of Ohio, 
until you reach Evansville, Ind. 
Here you see help wanted signs. 
Here, the town is booming partial- 
ly because of foreign trade. 


Reflect the Stakes 


The two kinds of signs reflect 


many of the grass roots stakes in 
the fight just now ending in Wash- 
ington. Last .week, the Senate 
passed the bill empowering Presi- 
dent Eisenhower to cut U.S. tariffs 
to spur world commerce. 


This week the Senate and House 


try to agree in conference on a 
final bill. Behind these last efforts 
stretches a long complicated de- 
bate involving basic dilemmas such 
as these: 


If friendly foreign nations are to 


improve their economies and thus 
become less vulnerable to com- 
munism, they will have to sell us 
more. But if they sell more here, 
some U.S. industries will sell less. 
How do you protect or help those 
industries? 


Some "Sicker" 


In a generally healthy national 


economy, some "sick" U.S. indus- 
tries have been made sicker by 
foreign competition. How, if you 
reduce tariffs further, do you avoic 
making the illness fatal? 


If we're going to sell more 


abroad foreigners will have to ge 
the purchasing power by selling 
more here. But while various sur 
veys show that the American 
economy is helped more by in 
creased foreign buying here thar 
it is hurt by foreign selling here

Predict Record 
Supply of Meat 


WASHINGTON" GR—The Agricul- 


ture Department predicted today 
another record meat supply this 
year. 


It estimated this year's supply 


at 3 to 4 per cent above 1954 for 
the fourth yearly increase in a 
row. Pork will account for most of 
ilie increase. 


In the January-April period about 


17 per cent more hogs were slaugh- 
tered than last year and for. the 
remainder of 1955 the slaughter 
will average as large or a little 
larger than last year, the depart- 
ment said. 


The department said cattle pro- 


duction trends are virtually at a 
standstill. It said 10 per cent more 
cows were slaughtered in the Jan- 


uary-March period than a year 
earlier, suggesting the possibility 
Jiat a moderate decline in the cat- 
.le inventory might be starting. 
3ut cattle feeding is at a record 
volume at present. 


"Under influence of large mar- 


cetings, pnces of fed cattle will 
average lower the rest of the 
spring than in February to April," 
the department said. "A seasonal 
strengthening is likely later in the 
summer. Prices of cattle off grass 
%vill likely decline seasonally dur- 
ing the summer."

Stack had 
gone through the German lines to 
Fischhorn Castle in Eastern Aus- 
tria to accept Goering's offered 
surrender, the night before.

The Boss of 
Fabulous King 
Ranch Is Dead 


KINGSVILLE, Tex. UP—Richard 


M. Kleberg Sr., cowboy and con- 
gressman, was a Texan in the 
grand manner, a giant in the 
storied tradition of the ranch coun- 
try. 


He died Sunday at 68 in Hot 


Springs, Ark., a victim of a heart 
attack. Kleberg was chairman of 
the board of the 1.250,000-acre" King 
Ranch, an empire of cattle and 
horses, oil and cotton. He was a 
grandson of Richard King, the 
founder. 


"Mr. Dick" 


E v e n c a s u a l acquaintances 


called him "Mr. Dick." charmed 
by his easy democratic manner. 
A tall, dark-haired, striking man. 
he loved a crowd and the crowd 
usually came to "Mr. Dick," his 
friends said. 


"He was an able man," said 


John E: Lyle today, "a good man, 


a gentleman. He served his coun- 
try well." It was Lyle who unseat- 
ed Kleberg; in 1944 after the latter's 
13 years in Congress. 


Klebers; and hi? brother Robert 


expanded and brought to national 
prominence the big ranch. They 
developed breeds of cattle and 
dogs, worked with thoroughbred 
horse development and brought the 
King Ranch stables to the top of 
the racing world with such horses 
as Assault and Stymie. 


Richard wrote some of the early 


New Deal farm legislation and 
sponsored it through Congress. He 
was a leader in cotton.and cattle 
organizations and was a devotee of 
wildlife conservation. 


Supported FDR 


Although he went to Congress a 


staunch supporter of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and the New Deal, he 
supported Republican presidential 
candidates a f t e r the Supreme 


Court controversy and FDR's third- 
term -bid. 


He raced cowhorses and thor- 


oughbreds on the grcal ranch be- 
fore World War 1. He became, in 
the family 
uaui:u>n. a:: expert, 


marksman, horseman and outdoor- 
man at an early age and until past 
middle life was an active rodeo 
participant. He roped and rude 
with the best King Ranch vaquer- 
os. 


He loved and sought competition 


but the fialing heart which finally 
ended his career had curtailed his 
activities in recent years. He was 
stricken in a Hot Springs hotel 
where he frequently vacationed. 
The body was returned here Sun- 
day in his private plane in which 
he" had flown to Hot Springs Fri- 
dav.
